Alaqua Offers Relief to Animals 


and Owners Post-Michael 


A new program to extend relief to 
animals and their owners in the 
hardest-hit areas of the Florida 
Panhandle in the wake of Hurricane 
Michael was recently announced by 
Laurie Hood, president and founder 
of Alaqua Animal Refuge. Located 
about 70 miles from the coastline 
where the hurricane made landfall, 
the refuge’s 350 animals made it 
through the emergency in good 
shape. 


“Our property suffered only minimal 
damage. Most importantly, our 
animals are safe and well,” said 
Ms. Hood. “We’re blessed, so we’re 
turning our focus to help others.” 


The threefold program is underway 
now and includes these focus areas:

RESCUE AND SAFE HOUSING 
Alaqua has permission from agencies in 
the area to search for lost, abandoned 
and injured animals in devastated 
communities. In addition to refuge for 
pets, temporary placement has been 
secured for displaced horses and farm 
animals. 


Alaqua’s team will bring supplies, 
search for animals and _ transport 
them, including larger animals as 
able, to the refuge or other locations. 
Alaqua’s veterinary staff and a team 
of local vets are on standby to provide 
medical treatment. 


“Losing a pet during this time adds 
more strain to people who are already 
over-stressed and have little or no 
resources,” said Ms. Hood. “We take 


animals out, provide medical 
cers: and keep them safe, with the 
goal to eventually reunite them with 
their owners. We work with appropriate 
agencies, manage the process in an 
organized manner, and know how to 
handle frightened and injured animals.”

“It Being Green Will Get Us Elected, 
Then We’re Green (COUGH!) for Now”

Florida’s vast, tourist-spooking algae plague is 
like conversion therapy for Republican candidates 
this year. 


Suddenly they’re environmentalists. It’s as if Green 
Jesus appeared to them in a dream and told them 
to go forth and clean up thine mess. 


The GOP’s latest political ads ring with heart- 
tugging, tree-hugging promises: 


Don’t worry, folks, we'll fast-track that reservoir and 
send those billions of gallons of tainted water south 
from Lake Okeechobee, instead of pumping it to the 
coasts! 


We'll also spend more money researching this nasty 
red tide, and we'll even set up a task force! With 
actual scientists! 


And, by God, we're finally going to get serious about 
saving the Everglades, because future generations 
are depending on us to do the right thing! 


This fresh enlightenment is head-spinning, since 
Republican leaders in both Tallahassee and 
Washington have made a proud priority of slashing 
clean-water funds and gutting regulations in order 
to go easy on corporate and agricultural polluters. 


Among those marching along with that program 
was Rep. Ron DeSantis, who has left Congress to 


run for Florida governor. He won the GOP primary 
by presenting himself as a fawning acolyte of 
President Trump, but those commercials have 
mostly disappeared. 


The repackaged DeSantis is pitching himself as 
an impassioned environmental crusader, a “Teddy 
Roosevelt conservationist” with a bold, multi-pronged 
plan for cleaning our befouled waters and shorelines. 


It’s hard not to laugh at the Roosevelt line, coming 
from a Trump guy who voted to cripple the 
Environmental Protection Agency and co-sponsored 
a bill blocking federal oversight of public waterways. 


Still it’s worth noting exactly what DeSantis 
promised last month when he rolled out his plan. 


Sounding just like a Democrat, he said he wants to 
outlaw fracking, ban drilling off Florida’s coastline 
and curb the discharges from Lake O that fuel the 
toxic blue-green algae blooms on inland waters and 
exacerbate the red tide along the beaches. 


DeSantis also vowed to uphold the intent of the 
Florida Forever constitutional amendment by 
making the state spend documentary tax revenue 
on conservation projects and land purchases, 
instead of siphoning the money for other purposes. 


After unveiling his environmental agenda, DeSantis 
climbed on an airboat and took a spin through the 
Everglades, a mandatory ritual if you’re running for 
statewide office these days.

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Democrats and several conservation groups slammed 
DeSantis as a sham, saying he is “greenwashing” 
himself to salvage votes in the midst of a grave water 
crisis made worse by the anti-regulatory policies of 
his own party. 


Last week, some of his critics were stunned when 
DeSantis got endorsed by the Everglades Trust, a 
prominent, well-funded political action committee 
that lobbies for stronger environmental laws. 


The trust, which operates independently of the 
Everglades Foundation, supports candidates who 
refuse to accept donations from Big Sugar, one of 
the major culprit polluters of the Everglades. 


DeSantis has opposed the federal price-supports 
that enrich sugar companies, and he strongly 
criticized the industry during a TV debate last 
August—a stance almost unprecedented for a 
Florida Republican. 


But is DeSantis’ transformation authentic, as the 
Everglades Trust obviously believes, or is it a con 
job? 


As coughing voters wearing hospital masks 
contemplate rotting fish on their beaches and watch 
the tourists pile out of hotels and restaurants, 
DeSantis wants us to ignore his awful congressional 
voting record and believe he’s devoted to making our 
waters clean and safe. 


Most environmental groups don’t buy it, and are 
supporting Democrat Andrew Gillum for governor. 
Gillum, it must be said, counts among his top 
advisers a pal named Sean Pittman, who is a 
registered lobbyist for Florida Crystals, a sugar 
titan. 


So, no candidate in this race is squeaky clean and 
immune to suspicion. 


Likewise, no candidate is spending much time 
railing against upstream municipalities, citrus 
growers, and cattle and dairy ranches—the other 
sources of Lake O’s harmful fertilizer inflows. 


The problem of red tide and blue-green algae 
outbreaks is too big and complex for a governor 
to tackle alone. Yet even if DeSantis has been 
miraculously transformed, nothing in Florida 
waters will change for the better unless his 
colleagues in the GOP-led Legislature seek a 
similar epiphany. 


If they wait too long, their epiphany might appear 
as an ominous vision of long lines of angry voters, 
many of them coughing into hospital masks.

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I have a proposal for our local chamber of com- 
merce. The chamber’s most visible, traditional role 
is that of welcoming new businesses to town. The 
Destin Chamber has held countless ribbon cuttings 
over the past decade. 


Perhaps they could create a new ceremony, although 
it would be one that wouldn’t include champagne 
and flowers. How about a more somber gathering 
commemorating the padlocking of local operations 
that weren’t capable of weathering the onslaught of 
new chain and corporate businesses in our town? 


Recently, while driving down U.S. 98, I played a ver- 
sion of the childhood game “I Spy.” Here is what I 
saw as I drove through Destin: 


A chain restaurant, then a closed café, then seven 
chain stores in a row, followed by two closed local 
businesses, then four corporate stores, another 
closed local retailer, and then chain, chain, chain, 
chain...and so on. 


There is nothing quaint about Destin anymore. 
There hasn’t been for a long time now. I know that 
we aren’t going back to the days of Odom’s Super- 
market and cheeseburgers at the Jitney Jungle, but 
still...enough is enough. 


The development that has gutted Destin and made 
our town as boring and monotonous as other cit- 
ies is the ubiquitous strip center. It is time to stop 
heaping blame on beachfront condominium devel- 
opers (though they certainly deserve their share of 
the blame), and start wondering how many more 
strip malls this town can bear. 


Every national corporate store that opens in our 
town makes Destin a little less special. 


For many of the corporate chains that locate here, the 
first and last act of community involvement is to join 
the chamber of commerce. Walmart, the world’s lead- 
ing competition killer, spends far more money adver- 
tising their generosity than they ever give back to the 
community. 


Can independent businesses survive in our area? Cer- 
tainly, but it’s getting harder, particularly for newer 
startup ventures. Corporate operations have more 
staying power, they are much better funded, and 
they can generally operate more efficiently because of 
economies of scale. They are most often well managed, 
and for the most part offer good, tested products at 
reasonable prices. 


But they can’t help but be boring, and they almost 
always take more away from communities than they 
leave behind. 


Publicly owned companies with 2,000 restaurants in 
their portfolio are formidable competition for family- 
run eateries. They compete not only for an area’s din- 
ing market, they also compete for employees. And em- 
ployees are already in short supply in our area. Con- 
sequently, the level of service at businesses in Destin 
has been on a downward trend for some time now. 


I know that local folks aren’t going to stop shopping 
and eating at corporate chain stores. In many cases, 
they have little choice. But please exercise choice when 
you can, because if we don’t support our friends and 
neighbors, we can’t expect anyone else to.

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A Different Kind of Pickin’ 


By Nikki Hedrick 


Pelican Pickers are a different type of 
band. They aren’t cutting a new album 
or playing the biggest venues. They 
are cultivating a sense of community 
and altruism. 


“We tend to play for nursing homes, and 
rehab centers, (and) other churches,” 
says longtime member Dale Palmer. 


The Pelican Pickers began as a 
dulcimer group, an instrument of 
European origin but with deep roots 
in Appalachian music. “Just about 
every town in the United States has 
a dulcimer group,” says Palmer. 
He lists Opp and Mobile, Alabama, 
along with Pensacola, as towns with 
active dulcimer groups. “There are 
festivals every year. We’ve even gone 
to Mississippi and southern Florida. 


“The mountain dulcimer is something 
thought to be an easy instrument to 
learn for older folks. People who have 
retired and want to learn some kind 
of a musical instrument, mountain 


dulcimer—also called lap dulcimer, 
also called a hog fiddle—that’s the 
thing that they can easily learn on.” 


Although the dulcimer may have 
center stage, the group is open to 
any acoustic instrument. They even 
have adapted to recent trends. “With 
the booming popularity of ukuleles, 
we've decided to do every other week 
a ukulele week,” says Palmer of their 
regular jam session schedule. 


Nearly 20 years ago, Don Kirby was 
the music minister at the Shalimar 
Baptist Church. During that time he 
shared his love of the dulcimer, and 
others decided they wanted to learn to 
play. By Palmer’s account, around 10 
church members formed the seeds of 
the Pelican Pickers. 


Kirby then put in an ad in the paper, 
welcoming any acoustic instrument 
to join. That’s when Palmer joined the 
group. 


Although the Pelican Pickers have 
long called Shalimar Baptist Church

home to their weekly jam sessions, 
it’s not a church activity. Everybody is 
welcome to join, listen or participate. 


Currently, the group consists of 
11 regular members meeting every 
Monday at 6 PM to play through a 
mixture of country music, public 
domain tunes, hymns, and maybe 
even Prince’s “Purple Rain.” 


Outside of those jams, the Pelican 
Pickers look to spread a little joy 
wherever they are invited. On the 
occasion they receive payment, they 
turn that over to the church out of 
appreciation for their ongoing jam 
space.

“It is very relaxing,” says Palmer. “You 
have to pretty much concentrate on 
what you’re doing, and so whatever 
else might be bothering you in your 
lifetime...you know, you can’t focus 
on two things at the same time. When 
you're playing music, that’s where 
your brain is. I think that’s very 
healthy. It’s very relaxing.”

In Deep Manure: 


The Threat of Vampire Veggies

Did you ever wonder which would 
win in a fight between a pumpkin 
and a watermelon? Unless they come 
from Serbia or the Balkans, not many 
people do. 


Still, what’s likely to get anyone’s 
attention, especially at Halloween, 
is finding out that pumpkins and 
watermelons are probably best kept 
in different corners of the autumnal 
garden. If not, fighting is likely to 
break out, with these fratricidal 
hurlyburlys being the occasion when 
curcubit (pumpkin clan) cousins turn 
vampire. 


In melees 
these two

heavyweights, they are said to shake— 
presumably in vegetable rage—and 
roll around uttering burbling rattles. 
These are not new facts. They were 
documented all the way back in the 
1930s by Serbian ethnologist Tatomir

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Vukanovic in the Journal of Gypsy 
Lore Society. Admittedly, Vukanovic’s 
singular documentation seems unique 
in the annals of western ethnology, 
but confronted by the global march of 
giant agro business, the world ignores 
it at our own peril. 


In the case of pumpkins and 
watermelons, the Romani (a/k/a 
Gypsies) and traditionalist Serbs from 
Kosovo share various stratagems on 
how to avoid their garden vegetables 
being rendered into preternatural 
abominations by vampirization. 
However disturbing the former 
prospect, it will come as no surprise to 
any organic vegetable gourmand that 
Kosovians warn: 


Vegetables must be eaten within 10 
days of maturing, or they can turn 
vampire. Romani, and Serbs who 
know, say that a mature pumpkin 
or watermelon that has lain under a 
full moon will begin to show blood- 
red droplets on its outer shell. With 
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watermelons, there are cracks and 
small scarlet seeps, reminiscent of 
the thin, bloodstained lips of a human 
vampire. 


Others hold that a pumpkin kept past 
Christmas will turn dangerous as well. 
The 10-day rule may be a no-brainer 
for leafy vegetables, berries and fruits, 
but in late summer, a watermelon 
might keep through Labor Day, but 
not into spring, like a pumpkin. They 
say the Chinese call pumpkins “King of 
the Garden.” Furthermore, our modern 
Halloween “pumpkin head” is a latter- 
day substitute for the human skulls 
venerated by our (or somebody’s) Celtic 
ancestors. So, in a dust-up between 
pumpkins and watermelons, it’s a sure 
bet which one is the odds-on favorite. 


According to Vulkanovica’s interviews 
about vampire lore in general, it 
constitutes demonic possession, which 
can take hold of anything—animate 
or inanimate. (This leads inevitably 
to questions about the possession 
of Mickey’s broom in The Sorcerer’s 
Apprentice, which is another story.) 


In the hierarchy of vampirism, humans 
are the most deadly and greatly feared. 
Animal vampires? Pretty scary, too! 
Vampire veggies are B-team scary, 
though they can inflict enough harm 
to inspire dread in impressionable 
individuals. An encounter with an 
aggressive watermelon or pumpkin 
might trip a person descending the 
porch steps, or drop on one’s head 
while sleeping. 


Worse still, that kind of blunt-force 
trauma might be compounded by 
the teeth of a western-style jack-o- 
lantern. Even to the less finely tuned 
sensibility, having a malevolent 
vegetable thumping into their shins can 
be a painful annoyance. Fortunately, 
it’s one that can be easily cured by 
catching the “possessed” and wrestling 
it into a cauldron of boiling water. After 
the boiling water, the once revenant 


fruit is smashed in pieces, then swept 
clean of any lingering evil. Last of all, 
the shattered pieces of cucurbit are 
scattered, the broom is burned, and 
the ashes no doubt sifted into running 
water. 


At first glance, one must admit 
there is something unlikely about 
pumpkins or watermelons, much less 
carrots or eggplants, rambling around 
aggressively hoolygoolying Romani 
or Serbian farmers. On the other 
hand, who, picking up frozen veggies 
at the supermarket, finds the Jolly 
Green Giant unlikely? The Balkan 
experience suggests that the etiology 
of vampire veggies may just be the 
equivalent of the Jolly Green Giant 
being possessed by an evil spirit. As 
civilized westerners, we never consider 
that demonic possession is more than 
a human affliction. 


To most people, this is not a comforting 
prospect. America’s reputation as 
the land of plenty, where our epic 
commoditization of produce fills 
caravans of behind-store dumpsters, 
may no longer be to our eternal glory. 
How much attention should we be 
paying to our castoff veggies? Common 
sense says that we might be making 
our society into a hotbed for vegetable 
vampires. 


This Halloween’s observances offer 
an auspicious occasion for bipartisan 
efforts by congressmen and senators 
alike to consider the formation of a 
new federal agency with a mandate 
to consume, distribute and preserve 
outdated or moon-truck produce 
vulnerable to vampirification. 


In the meantime, we Americans should 
be aware of suspicious activities 
in places likely to be frequented by 
pumpkins, watermelons or any other 
castoff produce. Our children should 
be aware that with Devil’s Eve in the 
offing, if they don’t eat their veggies, 
their veggies might eat them.

A Real Find in Fort Walton Beach 


I knew nothing about Domo Café in Fort Walton 
until Beachcomber Editor Chris Manson dispatched 
me there a few weeks ago. It’s off the main path on 
Hurlburt Road, tucked away in a mixed-residential 
neighborhood, one of a row of small businesses. 


My family and I went there for lunch on a Saturday. 
We got there just after they opened. It was about 
two-thirds full. We grabbed a table in the back 
(under a greenish neon sign reading “Domo Vibes”) 
and were grateful for it. It was standing room only 
in about 20 minutes. 


Domo Café is small, with a high ceiling, making 
maximum use of space for tables, booths and 
stools. It’s part sushi bar, part Asian-fusion cafe, 
part manga-anime gallery. Lighting is cool and 
industrial style. It’s busy, lively with a comfortably 
hip and friendly vibe. 


The menu offers sushi and sashimi, rolls, Bento 
boxes, bowls, dinners, salads, soups, and the 
makings of snacks and meals both great and 
small. As you enter, there are laminated copies of 
the menus at the door. You get in line and use the 
waiting time to make your decisions. 


It’s hard to go wrong. The trick is knowing when 
to stop pointing and saying “give me one of these, 
one of those, etc.” Thanks to some diligent repeat 
customers, there are copious photos of Domo Café 
menus to be found online. We did some preliminary 
reconnaissance and had a general idea of what we 
wanted. 


We started with a Cowboy Roll—grilled steak 
and avocado, rolled in rice. I had to have fish, so 
I ordered chirashi, pieces of raw and cooked fish 
and seafood artfully placed on a bowl of rice and 
raw vegetables. For our daughter Grace, it was a 
bowl of fried rice with chicken. 


I went Korean with a Bento box of beef bulgogi and 
kimchi, with fried pork and vegetable dumplings. 


My wife also got a Bento box, with fried pork (katsu), 
pork dumplings and vegetable spring rolls. After I 
finished placing the order, the cashier gave me a big 
smile and held up her fist. “Fist bump!” she said, 
and we sealed the deal. Must be the house custom. 


I got drinks at a soda fountain—there’s also a big 
cooler with assorted Asian soft drinks, as well as 
sake and beer. I took our order number tag back 
to the table, where we passed the time figuring out 
how many cartoon characters we recognized on 
the wall art. My wife and I scored zero, but our kid 
knows Pikachu, who is present in the form of a large 
balloon. 


Both servers and customers were friendly. One 
diner handed me a cup of sauce—“I saw you have a 
child, and kids love this sauce,” she said. 


The food arrived. Bento boxes are a double 
blessing—they keep the food cleanly separated while 
maximizing its eye appeal. A PB&J would look like 
a painting in one of those boxes. Cowboy rolls are 
sushi for carnivores, and hot grilled beef goes great 
with creamy avocado. The chirashi was gorgeous, 
fish and shrimp layered colorfully on rice, which 
was laced with fish roe, and both fresh and pickled 
vegetables, including seaweed salad. 


My wife’s katsu was crunchy and tender, with a 
sweet aioli sauce. The beef bulgogi was like sweet, 
spicy barbecue crossed with beef stew, offering 
the best of both. Grace barely made a dent in her 
chicken fried rice, and a lot of it went home (feeding 
all of us later). The spring rolls and pork dumplings 
were crisp and hot. 


Just a sampling of the rest of the menu includes 
small dishes (edamame, tempura), soups, noodle 
bowls, teriyaki, curry, Mongolian, grilled or stir 
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fry meat, fish or chicken entrees, Bento boxes and 
bowls, fish and vegetarian sushi rolls or individual 
pieces, signature and house special rolls, sushi or 
sashimi dinners and combos, Japanese and domestic 
beers, boba milk teas, assorted sakes, and ice cream 
desserts. Daily specials are listed on blackboards. 
Everything is fresh, colorful and hard to resist. 


But we had eaten or boxed all our food, so we had to 
leave. There was a small family eying our table politely 
but attentively. We made our way out through a line 
of hungry looking young people. A woman standing 
next to me in the drinks line had said she comes to 
Domo Café every time she gets her car’s oil changed. 
I don’t think I’d want to wait that long.
